Because of the railroad- regula- 
tion and anti-trust laws enacted in the 
last three years, the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Department of Commerce 
and Labor have greatly increased in 
importance in their relations to the 
business world. It is within the power 
of either of these suddenly to take 
action which, if known to Wall street 
in advance, would break an unsteady 
market.

Juvenile Court Judge Speaks ‘Plainly 
at V. M. C. A. of the Iniquities of 
“Wide-Open” Town. 

Judge Wilbur talked plainly yester- 
Gay afternoon to a large audience of 
men at the first open meeting held in 
the new quarters of the Young Men's 
Christian Association on South Broad- 
way. He told of the tniquity he said is 
rife in this city, and charged the Sun- 
day restaurant“ saloons, the gilded 
cafés, and the wide-operr downtown 
resorts with responsibility for the ruin 
of innocent young girls. 

With startling directness the Juve- 
nile Court judge told of incidents 
which have been brought to his atten- 
tion — he said, show a moral lax- 
ness t is appalling. He declared 
that certain cafés and restaurants are 
conducted for the very purpose of al- 
juring young women to ame, and 
charged the keepers of dives in Los 
Angeles with being responsible for 
wholesale debauchery. 

From an experience replete with 
heartrending incidents the speaker re- 
lated the stories of woe and misery told 
by giris, many of them under 16 years 
of age. Men of Los Angeles were 
charged with being responsible for 
these outcaste_and Judge Wilbur urged 

his hearers to lead pure lives and in-

- before been mentioned to an audience 
in this city were told by the judge who

“This city is full of pitfalis and traps 
get for our innocent giris.

patch.] Confronted with 4 final 

washout within the next six weeks 
by the rapidly-advancing waters of the 
Salton Sea, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany is now making every effort pos- 
sible to turn the Colorado River back 
into its old channel, which leads into 
the Gulf. Six weeks is too short a time 
indeed, in which to construct a new 
forty-mile stretch of track and keep 
trains moving, and it is realized that 


| if the inflow js not checked within that 


time the company will be out of busi- 


ness down this way for a while, at 


least. The officials and engineers of 
this large corporation, which is so vi- 
tally interested in the famous body of 
water, do not Intend to let this occur, 
however. 

With tremendous energy, large gangs 
of men, with teams and grades, have 
been rushed to Pilot Knob, a few miles 
this side of Yuma, and the construction 
of a nine-mile spur track branching 
from the main line at Pilot Knob, lead- 
ing down through Mexico and ending 
at the famous intake, has n com- 
menced. 

The work of checking the flow at the 
intake, where the Colorado River is 
rushing from its old channel into the 
Salton Sink, has been severely handi- 
capped in the past by its isolation from 
the railroad. Machinery and material 
needed to construct the dam and head- 
gates had to be hauled nine miles by 
wagon or floated down the Colorado 
from Yuma. This means of transpor- 
tition is too slow for the business at 
“Time and tide wait for no 
man,” and something has to be done 

uick. This the Southern Pacific is

flamboyant real-estate scheme mas- 
querading under the grandiloquent 
title of “Empire Builders of the 
Pacific.” The purpose of this anony- 
mous outfit—it has no known i - 
porators, officers or directors, and 
solutely no financial standing—is to 
unload certain real estate schemes on 
the public at the expense of the mer- 
chants. The merchants contract to 
give discounts of from 5 to 15 per cent. 
on their sales, but they do not give the 
discounts to their customers; they pay 
the cash to an agency that is not the 
“Empire Builders” but purports to act 
for that nebulous concern and to re- 
tain 10 per cent. of the collections. 
The customer, it is alleged, will get 
certificates of stock in a company that 


and is not even represented to have a 
dollar’s worth of assets. But before 
he gets any gtock, the customer is 
forced to become a subscriber to a 
magazine devoted to booming the 
scheme, and the merchant pays three 
dollars for the subscription. Thus a 
paid circulation of advertising matter 
is assured.

is another race of people on the face 
of the earth whose sufferings are, and 
for several years have been, incom- 
parably worse than those endured by 
these residents of Eastern Europe.

Or race prejudices, but mere common, 


everyday, miserable lust for money. 
The immense Congo region of West 
Africa has for a number of years been 
under control of Leopold, King of the 
Belgians. He is the active and re- 
sponsible head of the Congo enterprise 
and is therefore directly responsible 
for conditions that prevail there—con- 
ditions which have been described to 
him over and over again, but the pro- 
tests have fallen on deaf ears. This 
Leopold is one of the most despicable 
human creatures that ever occupied 
a throne. To find anything like a re- 
semblance we have to hark back to the 
days of Nero and Caligula. or to the 
records of some of the rulers of Hindoo 
countries, before British rule forced 
them to modify their barbarous prac- 


tices. Leopold is a profligate and a} 


rake. He figured prominently in 
Stead’s Modern Babylon” edition of 
the Pall Mall Gazette that laid bare, 


tor in all its awful hideousness, the facts 


in regard to the wholesale traffic in 
flesh and blood, of which London was 
the head center. It was there shown 
that Leopold was one of the best cus- 
tomers of these professional procurers. 
He has scarcely taken any trouble to 
conceal hig, lechery, which is a by- 
word throughout Europe. His own 
daughter found it impossible to live 


under the same roof with him. Any- 


thing is fish to his net, that will enable 
him to gratify his sensual appetite, 
and to add to his dozen or more of 
palaces, some of which he scarcely 
knows by sight. For a time, he ran 
a big gambling house at Ostend. He 
has now struck much bigger game, for 
he is squeezing rubber, at the cost of 
rivers of blood and an unspeakable 
amount of hideous suffering, from a 
territory half as large as Europe, 
which he acquired under

The simple plan, 


‘That he shall get who has the power, 


That he shall hold who can.” 

The story of awful brutalities in the 
Congo would be incredible in these 
opening years of the twentieth cen- 
tury had they not been verified, over 
and over again, by observers whose 
testimony is absolutely beyond ques- 
tion. Here, in brief, are the terrible 
facts. This information is given by 
the Rev. R. H. Nassau, a worthy Ger- 
man-American missionary, woo has 
spent forty-five consecutive years 
among the Africans of the Congo 
“Free State — nat a misnomer—and 
has returned to his native country, to 
lecture and call attention to this world 

Dr. Nassau brings with him six 
rhinoceros hide whips, with which 
women were beaten to death by their 
white masters. Not satisfied with this, 
after beating girls until the flesh was 
torn, honey was rubbed into the fresh 
cuts, and the victims tied to stakes, 
near bechives and anthills, where they 
were slowly stung to death. One such 
victim, who survived the awful ordeal 
for more than twenty-four hours, was 
finally beaten to death by her white 
master, a Belgian official, one of whose 
mistresses she was. All this merely 
on account of some trifling action 
that had offended him. As. a rule, 
however, these outrages are perpe- 
trated in a systematic manner for the 
purpose of forcing the unfortunate 
natives to bring in large amounts of 
rubber, which is growing continually 
more scarce. For this they receive 
practically nothing. 

Dr. Nassau declares that cannibal- 
ism in a most revolting form is openly 
encouraged in many places in the so- 
called Conge Free State, which is 
really a private possession of King 
Leopold, who empioys 15,000 native 
soldiers to collect rubber from the in- 
habitants. These hil] dweliers hate 
the residents of the lowlands, and if 
they do not bring in the required 
amount of rubber their hands, or ears, 


or breasts are torn or cut off, and 


sometimes they are killed and eaten.

Failing 
this, what is more fitting than for the 
great independent nation that pro- 
fesses to stand for humanity and prog- 
ress to make a calm and firm state- 
ment of its horror, as a nation, at the 
continuance of such unspeakable 
atrocities? 


KITE BOULEVARD. 


The Democratic County Conven- 
tion of Riverside county, at its recent 
session, adopted a resolution in favor 
of the construction of a “a kite-shaped 
boulevard connecting Los Angeles and 
Riverside, and passing through all in- 
termediate -towns.”

stream of travelers its natural advan- 
tages and desirability as a place of 
eet residence; now therefore 

“Resolved, That we instruct our 
nominees for Supervisors, that tn the 
event of their election, they use every 
effort consistent with economy and the 
means at their disposal to construct 
the very best roads possible through- 
out the county, and that they enter 
into negotiations with the Super- 
visors of Los Angeles county, San Ber- 
nardino county, and all municipal 
bodies interested, looking to the con- 
struction and maintenance of a ‘kite- 
shaped’ boulevard connecting us with 
Los Angeles, along such route as may 
de deemed best by all parties and in- 
terests concerned.” 

In taking the chair as presiding offi- 
cer of the convention, Robert Lee Bett- 
ner strongly recommended the action 
subsequently taken and in substantial- 
ly the language adopted in the resolu- 
tion. The kite-shaped boulevard proj- 
ect will receive hearty encouragement 
in Los Angeles city cnd county. It fs 
An undertaking worthy of general 
support. Good roads are among the 
most vital factors of prosperity any- 
where and everywhere. Southern 
California is an ideal region for the 
construction of good roads, for it is 
exempt from the alternate freezing and 
thawing which form so great an 
obstacle to the construction of good 
roads in other and lessfavored parts 
of the country. :

Plucky Rescue of Burning

Playing with matches, little 5-year- 
6ld Walter Hand was burned to death 
yesterday morning through the explo- 
sion of a can of kerosene, which he 
ignited in his play. Death must have 
been nearly instantaneous, for the 
child was rescued from the sea of fire 
which enveloped him, and yet ceased 
breathing before the fire in his gar- 
ments was put out. The house caught 
fire from the explosion, but the fire 
was put out before the department ar- 
rived. 

The little boy was the oldest son and 
the third child of Willard Hand, a con- 
ductor on the Washington street line 
of the Los Angeles Railway, livi at 
No. 1221 East Twenty-second street. 
His sisters, Edith, aged 9, and Louise, 
aged 7, had gone to nthe ose and 


he was playing around the house. Or- 
dinarily he would have gone also] but 
the youngest child, Freddie, was sick, 
and his mother kept Walter home. 

About 10:30 he went out on the back 
porch and began to play with some 
matches which he had picked up. A 
can of kerosene was standing where 
it received the full rays of the morn- 
ing sun for some hours. The little boy 
sat down beside it and began to scratch 
matches, evidently on the top of the 
can, for it stili bears the marks of the 
scratching. The heat of the sun had 
caused the oil to vaporize, and the 
inflammable gas was coming out of the 
little vent-hole used 40 let air into the 
can when pouring. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 
Walter probably lit a match over the 
went.

Gen. Houston's Career. 


The State of Texas has recently 
placed a statue of Gen. Sam Houston 
in the Capitol at Washington. 
Was as it should be, for he was not 
only a great Texan, but probably the 
most striking and commanding figure 
which has yet appeared in the public 
life of the far Southwest, 
ginia; taken to Tennessee at an early 
age. whence. while yet in his 
he went to war with Andrew Jackson 
against the Creek Indians; desperately 
wounded in the battle of the Horseshoe 
Bend; Adjutant-General of Tennessee 
and a Representative in Congress from 
Governor of Tennessee in 
his youth; married, separated from his 
wife in two months, resigning imme-

NUPTIAL KNOT. 


PROXIMITY TO THRONE PR@e 
SENTS DIFFICULTIES. 


Nearer the Prince Gets To It, the 
Harder His Love-Making Becomes. 
How. Carlos of Portgual Decided. 
Bismarck’s Trick to Hurry Crown 
Prince’s Decision. 


King Carlos, says the London Tie- 
Bits, is one of the very few reigning 
monarchs who decided whom he would 
marry, though this is not saying that, 
his advisers were opposed to the 
Princess of his choice: but it had al- 
ways, even in his school days, been an 
understood thing that he would wed 
an Austrian Princess. To this idea, 
however, he developed objections, and 
consequently, when he approached & 
marriageable age, meetings were ar- 
ranged in the usual delicate and diplo- 
matic manner between him and the. 
most suitable Roman Catholic prin- 
cesses in Europe. 

The late Countess de Paris found 
that her charming daughter, Princess 
Amelie d’Orleans, had by some mis- 
chance been overlooked in the search 
for consorts for the young Prince, and 
she caused a very fine portrait of the 
Princess to be hung conspicuously at 
the French Embassy at Lisbon, where 
it attracted the attentioh and evoked 
the admiration of Prince Carlos on his 
next visit to the Ambassador, 
Count de Ferronaye. 

Ah!“ exclaimed the Crown Prince, 
as his eyes fell upon the portrait. 
“What a charming girl! I assume,” 
he added, with a sorrowful air, “that 
she does not chance to be a princess?” 

“She is the Princess Amelie dor- 
leans, responded the Countess de Fer- 
ronaye, “and she is as charming as 
she appears.“ 

Within forty-eight hours Prince Car- 
los was in Paris, and a week or two 
later his engagement to Princess 
Amelie was announced. 

The matter of selecting a suitable 
wife for a royal Prince is one of varye 
ing difficultfes, and, manifestly, the 
nearer to the throne the Prince hap- 
pens to be the greater are the difficul- 
ties of those upoh whom the task de- 
volves, and the less likely the Prince 
is to be allowed a voice in the matter, 
though he may, as he sometimes does, 
enhance the troubles of his advisers 
by rejecting their suggestions. 

A royal marriage is generally con- 
sidered to have considerable political 
influence, although history rather dis- 
counts the idea, and perhaps the last 
things considered are the personal 
charms of princesses. In very many 
cases, indeed, a vague idea of whom @ 
Prince shall eventually marry is are 
rived at while he is still in the nur- 
sery, and it is quite impossible to say 
whether the selected Princess gives 
promise of being suitable in the way 
of disposition and charms. Such earl 
plans have generally to be abandon 
for long ere the time for their execu- 
tion something is pretty certain to ne- 
cessitate a change—it may be the po- 
litical situation becomes altered, or 
perhaps a family incident will occa- 
sion the change of plans. 

For instance, ever since the King of 
Spain opened his eyes on the world his 
Ministers and the ex-Queen Regent 
have had their plans for his marriage, 
but not until quite recently, well with- 
in a year, was it suggested that he 
should marry Princess Ena of Ratten- 
berg. and the proposal was at first 
most strongly opposed from very influ- 
ential quarters because the Princess 
was a Protestant; for, although it is 
no unusual thing for a Princess to em- 
brace the religion of her flancé’s coun- 
try, the fact that she has not been 
brought up in that faith is generally 
regarded as to her disadvantage by 
the more strict advisers at court. 

quest of religi in fact, 
sometimes proves a very great dim - 
culty in arranging royal ma 
It is practically’ inevitable that a 
princess who marries a monarch, an 
heir apparent, or an heir presumptive 
should embrace her future husband's 
faith (as in the case of Princess Ena,) 
even though the Pope could grant a 
dispensation freeing her from the 
obligation, with the arrangement that 
male issue should be brought up in 
the father’s faith. The Empress of 
Russia, it will be remembered, entered 
the Greeek Church prior to her mar 
riage with the Czar. 
This marriage was one of the many 
brought about by Queen Victoria, 
whose affection for her beautiful 
granddaughter was very deep. The 
late Czar, too, was very anxious for 
the marriage, but, although desirable 
in every way, it did not quite please 
the Carevitch, who was in no hurry 
to become a Benedict, and was very 
backward in his suit. Confidences were 
therefore Exchanged between the Czar, 
his father, and Queen Victoria, with 
a view to making the match without 
delay. In consequence of what the 
Queen said, the Czar had an inter- 
view with the Czarevitch. who 
practically received orders from him 
to propose to the Princess at the first 
opportunity, which had already been 
arranged for. The Czarevitch was 
obedient in accepting the opportunity 
but somewhat recalcitrant in his 
manner of doing 80. 5 
“My father, who is my Emperor, 
he is alleged to have said, stiffly, “has 
commanded me to offer you my hand 
and heart.“ 
My grandmother, who is Queen of 
England,” replied the Princess, with 
that sweet smile which has won her 
so much devotion, “has commanded 
me to accept your hand; but for your 
heart—I accept it of myself.” 
Tune characteristic obstinacy of the 
German Emperor made the difficulty 
of finding a wife for him an exceed- 
ingly delicate matter, and Pgince Bis- 


marck, who was intrusted with the 
task, scarcely enjoyed the honor.

CONGRESSMAN ADAMS DEAD . 


Wisconsin Representative Passes Away

Congressman Henry Cullen Adams,

This country, which gave to the 
world the Monroe doctrine, and by-a 
mere force majure compelled its tacit 
acceptance, is placed in a most deli- 
cate position. Shall we say that no

its citizens in Venezucla, and yet con- 
tinue demonstrations against Turkey, 
in similar cases? Such inconsistency 
would arouse a storm of criticism in

HOAX ON THE LIBRARY BOARD 
WE have been highly edified by re- 

ceipt of a circular letter, purport- 
ing to emanate from the Los Angeles 
public library, and addressed to the 
“patrons” of that institution. With 
fine satire, the opening paragraph con- 
fesses that the library exists solely to 
educate the people, and how that can 
be best done is the “duty and constant 
care and study” of the directors. Con- 
tinuing, it is said:

Whether,in the absence of Librarian 
Ikummis, who is in the East, the board 
of trustees has “slopped” over, or 
whether this is a hoax on the public, 
perpetrated by a bright mind, cog- 
nizant of the inside workings of the 
library, a discerning community must 
decide. We cannot believe the library 
board is quite so bereft, of good sense 
and good taste as to be the official 
father of so absurd a document. 

In particular, says the circular, is it 
desired to “protect” the student mem- 
bers of the Archaelogical institute, the 
Sequoia league, the Los Angeles Bar 
association, and all connected with the 
daily press, whose access to the shelves 
shall be free, and who will be entitled 
to all other “esoteric privileges,” upon 
presentation of cards signed’ by the 
librarian or by the director of study 
and research, or by both, in cases of 
members of the Friday Morning club. 

This latter touch rather gives the 
joke away. It is a delicious piece of 
irony, however, and, in view of the 
known conditions prevailing at the 
public library, not surprising. On the 
inside chere has been a quiet laugh, of 
late, over the manner in which a well- 
known lawyer, one of the keenest 
members of the local bar, was misled 
by appearances. 

This attorney was anxious to get 
an exhaustive report on a special topic, 
and made his wishes known to the 
director of research, That mine of 
information promptly handed the re- 


quest to one of the bright young! 


women employed for that purpose 
long before Dr. Jones arrived on the 
scene. She was fairly familiar with 
the books containing the references, 
and in a few days compiled a lucid and 
complete report, that was highly cred- 
itable to the library, and particularly 
sto the research department. 
When the attorney received. the 
data, through the medium of the ency- 
clopaedic director, he was profuse in

Lightweight Who Fluked Re- 
ceives an Offer to Appear 
| in Milwaukee 


Aurelio Herrera, who gave the local 
fight game its most serious backet two 
months ago by refusing at the last 
moment to fight Battling Nelson, has 
emerged from retirement by the receipt 
of an offer from a Milwaukee fight club 
offering him a battle with Charley 
Neary for August 17.

osition has not been accepted as yet. 

‘Herrera will experience considerable 
trouble in getting on another battle on 
the coast since his flasco with Nelson.
